Albany police arrested 75 per- 
sons in January, according to the 
monthly report, 

The 24-member department 
handled 741 cases during the 
month, A total of 6,510 radio 
calls were sent and received on 
the police radio. 

Patrol arrests included 14 
drunk; 11 each on Albany war- 
rants and outside warrants; five 
each, narcotics and auto theft; 
four each for drunken driving 
and insanity; three each, wea- 
pons law and robbery; two each, 
disturbing the peace, stolen prop- 
erty, ABC act and resisting ar- 
rest, and one each, noise ordi- 
nance, child molesting, traffic, 
burglary and absent without 
leave, 

Among other cases were three 
dog bites, nine insanity, 12 in- 
jury accidents, 17 non-injury acci- 
dents, three hit-runs, four coro- 
ner cases, two damaged proper- 
ty, 16 lost property, 10 found 
property, 11 recovered property 
and 15 returned property. 

Two crank calls, five domes- 
tics, 11 frightened and three sus- 
picious character calls were re- 
ceived; Fourteen places were 
found unlocked and 11 persons 
were locked out. 

Two auto burglaries, five busi- 
ness burglaries, six residence 
burglaries and three attempted 
burglaries were investigated, as 
were five auto thefts, nine ficti- 
tious checks, two prowlers and 
one assault with a deadly wea- 
pon.
